Later, when news of the 
swindle and a description of the 
swindler came, the proprietor of the 
store made some inv estigations which 
resu lted in his notifying the Scotts­ 
bu rg bankers. 
None of the latter re­ 
sponded, bu t Detectiv e Webster later 
qu ietly slipped into the city and made 
an inv estigation. 
He secu red from 
the Fetigs a description of the tru nk, 
with the nu mber, size and price marks 
which were marked on the bottom of 
it. 
With this information, he began 
the trail of Neal by watching the 
mov ements of the baggage. He fou nd 
that Neal stopped at Indianapolis at 
the Grand Hotel. From there he went 
to Terre Hau te and later to French 
Lick, where he was ov erhau led. 
The you ng man, it is said, comes 
from an excellent and well-known 
family, bu t has been in trou ble fre­ 
qu ently. 
The frau d for which the arrest was 
made occu rred on Au gu st 1.

swindler gav e his name as Thomas 
L. Manning and his home as Lafay 
ette. 
He appeared at the bank abou t

Some of th e men say th at wh at th ey 
really want is a sliding scale, th e max­ 
imum of wh ich would be 25c per h our. 
Th ey th ink th at some in th e gang are 
entitled to more th an oth ers from th e 
fact th at some are older and more ex­ 
perienced men and worth more to th e 
company th an oth ers wh o h ave not 
been at th e business so long, and con­ 
seq uently are less experienced.

I left 
tome July 22, arriving at my destina­ 
tion at 10 o ’clo ck p. m. 
On the higher lands alo ng the way 
where the rivers did no t interfere, 
jro ps looked well, ex cept where the 
wet weather hindered the final culti- 
atio n, but in all the low lands the riv­ 
ers had wo rked mo re o r less havo c to 
o rn, wheat and o ats. 
After leav- 
ng Indianapo lis the evidence o f the 
wet weather began to diminish and 
after cro ssing the state line into Illi­ 
nois the dry effect began to sho w it­ 
self, corn in many places beginning to 
roll up. 
While we were having too 
much rain at home farmers here were 
praying fo r rain, hut in a few days a f­ 
ter my arrivel there were two fine 
rains and the fear o f dro uth was re­ 
lieved. 
Farmers are all saying there 
ha* not been such a pro spect fo r co rn 
in many years at this time in the seas­ 
on as at the present time. 
There is no t much wheat so wed 
aro und here hut what there is is good, 
both in quality and quantity. 
It is 
making fro m 25 to 45 bushels per 
acre. 
Oats are o f good quality and 
making fro m 35 to 7 5 bushels per 
acre. 
Co m sells in Peo ria markets 
fo r abo ut (¡0 cents per bushel; wheat 
fo r $1.05 and o ats fo r 36c to 37 *4c 
per bushel. 
There was no t a large 
acreage o f timo thy gro wn here but 
the 
cro p 
was 
fine. 
Clo ver 
is 
the staple cro p fo r fo rage here and 
the cro p was ex tra good with a fine 
pro spect fo r a seco nd cro p fo r seed. 
The “Ho ppers” were hurting it pretty 
badly till the rain came hut it is lo o k­ 
ing fine now. 
Blue grass is a spo n­ 
taneo us gro wth and makes the princi­ 
pal pasturage. 
Po tato es are no t a 
very full cro p owing to the dry spell 
striking when they needed rain. Fruit 
o f all kinds is a to tal failure. 
Im­ 
po rted peaches o f a very o rdinary 
quality are selling fo r $3.7 5 per bush­ 
el and plums fo r 50c per basket, ho ld­ 
ing abo ut three quarts and no apples 
on the market. 
There are a great many o f the Indi­ 
ana boys o ut here at wo rk and are 
well pleased with the co untry. 
Wo rk 
is plentiful and wages goo d and when 
a yo ung man o nce gets out here and 
gets acquainted he seldo m go es back 
to stay.
